TREASURY BACKS RIANS 

TO MOVE UNIVERSITY SITE 


FINANCIAL GUARANTEE MOVES SCHEME A STEP CLOSER TO REALITY 


The University of Northamp¬ 
ton’s plan to move to a new 
£330 million campus in the 
town centre moved a step 
closer to reality this week. 

The Treasury announced that 
the scheme was in line to be 
guaranteed financially by the 
Government, meaning private 
lenders could be confident 
their money would be safe. 

An outline planning appli¬ 
cation for the university’s new 
£330m Waterside campus in 
the town centre was submit¬ 
ted to Northampton Council 
in September. 

The proposed new cam¬ 
pus on the 55-acre Nunn Mills 
site within the waterside En¬ 
terprise Zone will replace 
the university’s existing sites 
in St George’s Avenue and 
Boughton Green Road. 

If approved, it is hoped 
groundwork on the site could 
start next year, with the cam¬ 
pus opening in autumn 2018. 

Chief Secretary to the 


Treasury, Danny Alexander, 
said the scheme was one of a 
number of energy, road and 
rail proj ects worth £33bn that 
have passed the first hurdle in 
getting a government infra¬ 
structure guarantee. Forty 
projects are now at the stage 
known as ‘prequalification’, 
meaning they are eligible for 
the UK Guarantee scheme. 

While further discussions, 
assessment and due diligence 
remain, the move could see 
them secure Government 
agreement to act as a guaran¬ 
tor for a project, giving private 
lenders confidence they will 
get their money back if the 
project cannot pay. 

If the Government gave a 
guarantee, it would be for a 
proportion of the capital val¬ 
ue of the project. 

The government has al¬ 
ready awarded a £75m guar¬ 
antee to power plant Drax for 
its £700m programme to par¬ 
tially convert the UK’s biggest 

coal power station to biomass. New accommodation blocks are already being built in Northampton town centre for students, and it is hoped the entire university will move nearby in 2018

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£275 million shortfall 
in NHS county funding 


A potential £275 million 'black 
hole’ in spending on health 
and social care services in 
Northamptonshire has been 
identified by NHS Nene. 

Dr Darin Seiger, who is in 
charge of the NHS Nene 
Clinical Commissioning 
Group, said the leaders of the 
county’s health and social 
care services needed to take 
decisive action to make sure 
they remained financially 
viable. 

Dr Seiger said a number 
of new, more efficient 
ways to care for people in 
Northamptonshire had been 
identified to help save money 
at a time when demand was 
higher than ever before. 

Dr Seiger said: “If we 
do nothing then we have 
projected we could have a 
financial shortfall of £275 
million by 2019. 

“What we are doing now 
is trying to make decisions 
which help us to maintain 
the quality of the service we 
provide.” 

The main reasons for the 
potential funding shortfall 
are that people are living 
longer and the population 
is growing so quickly in the 
Northamptonshire area. 

The programme of 
change to health and social 
care services in the county 
is known as Healthier 
Northamptonshire and is 
expected to be introduced by 
March 2014. 

The key parts of the 
programme include using 
GP surgeries to help deliver 
some health care services for 
conditions, such as skin or 
eye problems and back pain, 
so patients do not necessarily 
have to go into hospital. 

There will also be a focus

on the frail and elderly to try to 
develop community services 
that may reduce the number 
of people who go into accident 
and emergency. 

A statement, signed 
by Dr Seiger and Paul 
Blantern, chief executive 
of Northamptonshire

GPs will help triage patients 
in Accident and Emergency at 
Northampton General Hospi¬ 
tal to try to treat people more 
quickly. 

Dr Darin Seiger, Chair of 
NHS Nene Clinical Commis¬ 
sioning Group, said the GPs 
would be able to treat patients 
more effectively as they had a 
wide experience and were 
able to prescribe medication 
straight away. 

Dr Seiger also revealed 
that the NHS’s 111 telephone 
system in the county was “per¬ 
forming well” and less than 


10 per cent of callers were 
advised to go to accident and 
emergency. 

He said that latest statistics 
showed calls were answered 
within 60 seconds and callers 
were being given appropriate 
advice. 

Dr Seiger said there were 
no plans to merge Northamp¬ 
ton and Kettering hospitals, 
but patients could expect to 
see more partnership work¬ 
ing between the hospitals. 

The main areas this will 
happen in are long-term and 
urgent care.

The co-founder of iconic 
engineering firm Cosworth 
has praised the company’s 
plans to create 70 jobs at a £30 
million 'centre of excellence’.

Work is expected to start 
early in the new year, and the 
centre is due to open in June 
2014. It should be running at 
full capacity by June 2015. 

Mr Costin, who is no longer 
involved with the firm, said: “It 
is a positive development for 
the town and for the region. 

“People always asked me 
if I was most proud of all the 
race wins, but the best thing 
was keeping 400 local people 


employed for 24 years.” 

Hal Reisiger, CEO of 
Cosworth Group Holdings 
Ltd, announced the 
company’s plans to politicians 
and business leaders at the 
Guildhall, as part of the bi¬ 
annual Northampton Alive 
event. 

Cosworth is due to make a 
further announcement on the 
plans next month. The firm is 
soon to drop out of Formula 
One motorsport as an engine 
manufacturer, with the move 
to V6 technology next season.

Store ‘sorry’ 
after choking

A mum is appealing to find a 
mystery woman who saved 
her son’s life after he choked 
on a boiled sweet, handed out 
by staff at a supermarket. 
Six-year-old Charlie Phipps, 
from Timken, was helping 
his mother, Rebecca, do 
the shopping at Waitrose 
in Daventry on Saturday, 
September 28 when store staff 
gave him a hard-boiled sweet. 

The boy started to choke 
before a member of public 
stepped in to save him. 
Waitrose has since admitted 
it had made an ‘error of 
judgement’ in giving him a 
sweet. 

Mrs Phipps said: “It was 
around 11.30am and we were 
walking around the store. All 
of a sudden, in the chiller aisle, 
Charlie started to choke. 

“I didn’t know what was 
going on because I hadn’t 
realised he’d been given a 
sweet and his face turned 
from red to white. 

“He just couldn’t breathe, 
it was horrific,” Mrs Phipps 
added. 

Mrs Phipps was in a state 
of panic when a member of 
the public, who said she ran 
a playgroup, began to help 
young Charlie. 

She said: “A lady came out 
of nowhere and took charge. 
She told me not to worry and 
that she would sort it. 

“She took complete control 
and told me how to hold 
Charlie’s head to dislodge the 
sweet. 

“She managed to remove 
it so that he could breathe 
again, but if it hadn’t been for 
her I don’t know what would 


have happened. 

“She saved his life without 
question. I am so grateful,” she 
added. 

Mrs Phipps said when her 
son was choking she did not 
take in anything the mystery 
lady said, including her 
name. 

She would now like 
to contact her so that 
she and Charlie can say 
thank you personally for 
her actions. Waitrose 
would also like to present 
her with a bottle of 
champagne. 

Waitrose department 


manager, Stephen Walker, 
said: “We’re very sorry this 
happened. We’ve spoken to 
Charlie’s mother to apologise 
personally. 

“Handing out boiled sweets 
was an error of judgment and 
we’ve taken action to make 
absolutely sure this won’t 
happen again,” Mr Walker 
added.

The parents of a teenage girl, 
who died in a car crash in 
2008, have welcomed a move 
to bring in a graduated driving 
licence for young drivers. 

Beccy Taylor died in a crash 
between Blisworth and Milton 
Malsorin2008. 

This week, her parents, 
Chris and Nicole, were due 
to meet Transport Minister 
Stephen Hammond to lend 
their support to the new 
plan. 

Under the proposal, to be 
published in a Green Paper, 
ministers recommend a one- 
year “learner stage” beginning 
at 17, when drivers would 
have to undergo 100 hours 
of daytime and 20 hours of 
night-time practice under 
supervision. Learners would 
take their test at 18 and, if they 
pass, would get a probationary 
licence. 

Nicole said: “We often

think about what we could 
have done to equip Beccy more 
fully. She was a good driver, 
but inexperienced. 

“She had a two-hour 


lesson and drove the family 
car several hours every week 
for eight months and since 
passing her test had been 
driving nearly every day for 
six months. The Graduated 
Driving Licence (GDL) 
would protect young, newly- 
qualified drivers as it tackles 
many of the common causes 
of young road deaths.” 

The pair, who live in 
Collingtree, maintain the 
probe into Beccy’s death was 
poor. 

Nicole added: “We feel we 
have been failed by thejustice 
system. 

“These failings mean that 
lessons are not learned. 

“To reduce road deaths 
there has to be an effective 
investigation and common 
themes need to be identified 
and actions taken. 

“The evidence on the 
benefits of GDL is so strong we 
cannot understand why it has 
not been acted upon.”

National Grid has revealed 
it would like part of the old 
Northampton gasworks site 
to be developed as shops once 
it is cleared. 

A regeneration scheme at the 
site, off St Peter’s Way, will see 
the demolition of a number of 
buildings, along with the two 
landmark gas towers. 

This work has already 
started on the towers 
and, once completed, 
environmental work will take 
place on the site to determine 
if any clearing up is needed 
before the site is made 
available for development. 

This work is due to be 
completed by July 2014 
and National Grid said it 
had already submitted a 
planning application seeking 
permission for part of the site 
to be used for retail. 

The area earmarked for 
retail is in Towcester Road, 
next to the B&Q store. 

Scott Lewis, joint venture 
manager for National Grid, 
said: “This application on the 
southern gasholder is another 
step towards a brighter future 


for this area. 

“This retail application for 
the south of the site will help 
unlock more j obs and benefits 
for the community. Once we 


have more details about the 
format of the application, 
we will share this with the 
community.” 

The demolition of the gas 


holders is now under way. The 
frames are being secured with 
a crane and dismantled with a 
heat torch. They will then be 
broken up and recycled.

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Risky teens 
‘need to learn 
to be parents’ 


Vulnerable young people need 
to be targeted before they 
become parents to prevent 
a cycle of child neglect, 
according to the chair 
of Northamptonshire’s 
children’s safeguarding 
board. 

Kevin Crompton was speaking 
in the wake of the serious case 
review into the death of Maisie 
Harrison (not her realname), a 
baby from Northamptonshire 
who died of suspected sudden 
infant death syndrome but 
who had been neglected 
through all four weeks of 


her life. 

The review said her 
18 -year-old mum was violent, 
abused drugs and alcohol and 
was having sex with older men 
from the age of 14 . 

The report says this was 
picked up at school but not 
followed up on. 

Kevin Crompton said: 
“The mother herself was an 
extremely troubled teenager 
and you get this cycle. 

“There’s a pattern in social 
care cases that goes from 
generation to generation. 

“It’s about how can we 
persuade people with these 
lifestyles not to have children 


unless they can look after the 
child. 

“I think to break that cycle 
of depravation, for want of a 
better word, we need to pick 
people up before they get into 
crisis, to get them off drugs, 
get them off alcohol to teach 
them parenting skills to get 
them into work. 

“If we invest in early 
support services, which is 
what Northamptonshire 
County Council is now doing, 
we can prevent some of these 
cases. 

“It’s going to need a bit 
more investment than we are 
seeing at the moment.”

Unit writhout tenant 
‘shows confidence'

A huge industrial unitwill be 
built in Northampton without 
any definite tenants, which 
developers say shows how 
confident builders are in the 
town’s economy. 

The speculative distribution 
or industrial unit will be built 
at Brackmills industrial estate 
and will measure 110,000 sq ft. 
Developers Hamdon Gate 
said the unit would be one of 
the few speculative buildings 
available in the country for 
tenants to occupy. 

Matt Evans said: “What I 
believe this shows is a great 
confidence in Northampton 
as an economy. 

“In our experience, 
developments, particularly 
of this scale, are very rarely 
begun without a tenant 
secured. 

“We believe demand is 
so high on Brackmills that 
finding a suitable business 
will not be a problem and are 
prepared to go ahead without 
that in place in order to make 


quick progress.” 

The speculative building is 
a stand-alone distribution or 
manufacturing unit. 

Construction has now 
begun and the building will 
be available in the spring of 
2014 on either a new lease or 
a period to be agreed. 

The building was 
purchased from Roxhill 
Developments, which is also 
constructing the adjoining 
200,000 sq ft facility for 
transport firm, Dachser. 

Atotalofis newbusinesses 
have moved to Brackmills 


in the last year and sports 
retailer, Decathlon, is set to 
open its first UK distribution 
centre there this month, in the 
former Tesco unit. 

Sara Homer, chairman of 
the Brackmills BID executive 
board, said: “We look forward 
to welcoming new businesses 
into this new unit, which frees 
up neighbouring units for 
other businesses seeking to 
expand on the estate. 

“Our new residents will 
join our thriving Business 
Improvement District (BID),” 
she added.

ROAD TEST: SUBARU FORESTER 2.01 XE PREMIUM LINEARTRONIC

Sitting stationary in a line of 
M25 traffic asjumbo jets roar 
overhead into Heathrow may 
not be the best time to judge 
a car. 

But think about it; all this go¬ 
ing nowhere puts you in a 
mood glum enough to take a 
dim view of everything, down 
to the tiniest detail. 

The Subaru Forester 


proved a near ideal vehicle 
for going nowhere at the pace 
of a dithering snail. Top virtue 
was automatic transmission, 
letting you rest your left foot 
while cars all around gently 
kangarooed as bored drivers 
slipped clutches when the 
next tiny gap appeared. 

Sitting up high was another 
positive. Then there was a sun¬ 
roof the size of a small swim¬ 
ming pool. Add in a seat that 
lacks lumbar adjustment, but 
is so right anyway it doesn’t 
need it, and you have a car 



that’s strangely impressive at 
a standstill, even with a cock¬ 
pit that may be well built, but 
wins no prizes for design flair. 

There’s not much to shout 
about outside, either. But Sub¬ 
aru has won its reputation on 
a mix of toughness and speed. 

I managed better than 
40mpg on the dash display on 
this petrol model. And add in 
the pleasant quietness of the 
petrol over the (almost) inevi¬ 
table extra aural intrusion of a 
diesel and the test car makes 
an arguable case for itself.
